Convict Leasing System 
- Abandoned in Alabama 


ORMAIL PILOT 


Formally Ended Last Midnight— Prisoners 


Removed From Mines to State Farms 
or Road Gangs.

FLAT TOP, Ala., June 30.—The 
Strains of “Swing Low, Sweet 
Chariot” and “All My Troubles Are 
Over’ wafted fro:na coal mines here 
today as 800 Negro convicts com- 
pleted their last task under the 
Alabama convict lease system, 
which has been in-effect more than 
20 years. 

Condemned as a relic of bar- 
barism, the c.rvict leasing system 
ends at midnight tonight, after a 
fight which lasted for 13 years. It 
was in 1915 that the first agitation 
against selling the services of con- 
victs of the State to private inter- 
ests was begun. 

Gov. Bibb Graves promised when 
he took office that convict leasing 
should end. All white prisoners 
were put on State highway projects 
and on State farms last June. 

Five hundred of the prisoners 
taken from the coal mines here 
and at Aldrich mines today were 
transferred to the State’s mode: 
prison farm in Escambia County 
The farm contains 1304 acres, of 
which 700 are cleared and under 
cultivation. Other convicts will be 
distributed among . road-building 
camps in the State.

The feasibility of working con- 
victs on State highways was a ques- 
tion debated by the State author- 
ities when the Federal Government 
refused to aid highway projects 
upon which convict labor was 
worked. According to Col. Woolsey 
Finnell, State highway director, 
the plan has proven a success and 
has effected a great saving for the 
State. 

The countenances of the convicts 
beamed as they lined up to turn in 
their carbide lamps and coal picks 
for the last time. Gov. Graves 
and other State officials came to 
supervise the work of transferring 
the prisoners. 

‘‘Boss, I’m no longer.in slavery,” 
and other expressions Vere ad- 
dressed to the officials by t*e 
dusky prisoners as they broke 
camp. Fifty-six were made hap- 
pier still when Hamp Draper, di- 
rector of the State Convict Depart- 
ment, presented them with paroles, 
a reward for faithful and efficient 
work. They will be permitted to 
remain outside prison wis for 90 
days and it the end of this period 
if their behavior has warranted .t, 
they will be given extension and 


possibly full pardons.

BANKERS SEEK 


SWINDLERS WHO. 
TOOK $750,000 


Gang With Forged Letters 

of Credit Sting British, 

_ Belgian and French Insti- 
tutions. — J

LONDON, June 30.—British and 
continental banking circles have 
called on Scotland Yard and the 
Belgian and French police for the 
capture of a gang of swindlers who 
have mulcted British, Belgian and 
French banks of $750,000 in recent 


days. 
Not since the famous Bidwell 


gang came to London from Ameri- 
ca 65 years ago and induced the 
Bank of England to part with 
$500,000 for forged bills of ex- 
change have the bankers been s0 
alarmed. 

The present swindlers. began 
their activities in London only re- 
cently. Within the last few days 
several banks in West London were 
presented with forged letters of 
credit of large amounts, all of 


which they honored, except in one 


instance. This incident almost re- 
sulted in the capture of the swin- 


diers in a manner similar to that 


of the Bidwell quartet who were 
arrested when they presented an 
undated letter of credit for $125,- 
000. 

The banker told the member of 


this modern gang to return later 


while he examined the $50,000 bill 
of exchange, but the swindlers 
failed to appear. At other banks, 
however, they were eminently suc- 
cessful and reaped a _ harvest of 
$300,000 in London alone. 

When things got too hot for 
them in England they chartered an 
airplane at Croydon and flew to 
Brussels where they fleeced Bel- 
gian banks in a similar manner to 
the sum of $100,000. 

Chief Constable Wensley of Scot- 
land Yard believes that a member 
of the criminal organization is em- 
ployed in an Italian bank where, it 
is supposed, the drafts were sup- 
posedly issued on London banks. 

The British authorities describe 
one of the criminals es a native of 
Brazil or some other South Ameri- 
can country. He js believed to be 
an international crook who has 
been convicted of similar frauds in 
France and America. His name and 
description have heen telegraphed 
to the Belgian police who replied 
he was seen in Brussels soon after 
the arrival of the Crovden airplane.

Ended Coolest 


In History of St. Louis 


Average Temperature Was 68.5—Rainfall, 
7.25 Inches, Heaviest in 13 Years—Only 
Four Clear Days in Month. 


With only four clear days’ in 30 
and more rain than in any June 
since 1915, the month this year 


will go down in the annals of the| 


St. Louis Weather Bureau as the 
coolest on record. 

The mean (average) tempera- 
ture for the month was 68.5 de- 
grees, or 6.4 below the normal of 
74.9 degrees, and 1.8 degrees be- 
low the previous record, for 655 
years since the bureau began re- 


cording mean temperatures in 1873, | 


of 70:3 in June, 1912. It was 12.8 
degrees below the record high of 
81.1 in 1914 and 2.7 below the 
71.2 mean of June last year. 

The month’s. rainfall totalled 
7.25 inches, an excess of 3.55 
inches above the June average, 
and 4.66 inches above last June’s 
rainfall of 2.59 inches. It was the 
heaviest rainfall in 25 years with 
the exception of June, 1915, when 
9.77 inches were recorded. 

It rained on 18 days of the 
month. Fifteen days were re- 
corded as cloudy, 11 as _ partly 
cloudy, and four as clear. 

In spite of the cool average for 
the month, the lowest recordéd 
temperature, 61 degrees on the 
third, fourth and sixth, was well 
above the record low of 44 In 
1894. The highest reading for the 
month was 88 on the nineteenth. 

Analyzing the unusual figures 


yesterday, Montrose W. Hayes, 
meteorologist in charge of the 
Bureau here, explained: | 


“In point of cooln«ss, the period 
of the first 12 days of the present 
June was second to tla first 12 
days of June, 1910, which were 
cooler than any other like period 
of record. But taking the month 
as a whole, this June is by far the 
coolest of record. 


“On the fourth the mean tem- 
perature was 19 degrees below 
normal (74.9). There were only 
four days on which the tempera- 
ture Was normal or above. On the 
12th, 19th and 22d the mean tem- 
perature was exactly normal, and 
on the 2ist it was two degrees be- 
low normal. All the other days 
had temperatures below normal. 


‘The temperature of some other 
Junes has dropped to lower read- 
ings than in this June, but in tbis 
June, the weather has been con- 
sistently cooler than in any other 
of record | 

“In spite of the persistent cain- 
fall, the river has been compara- 
tively low for June. The most 
notable feature in connection wth 
the river was a very rapid rise 
from 14.7 feet on the 19th to 
27.75 feet on the 22d. The flood 
stage of 30 feet was not reached 
at any time.”

It was an im- 
pulse born, of course, of that still 
earlier venture when Mr. Blinn, 
with the Princess Theater at his 
disposal, produced a_ series of 
Grand Guignol horrors which to 
this day have the power to freeze 
the spine of those spectators who 
fell under-its spell. There were 
not enough. of them to make the 
Season a success and since then, 
such fainthearted attempts as have 
been made in this field have 
promptly perished. Mr. Blinn be- 
lieved that he could do it and the 
unfinished experiment is another 
tragedy in the vigorous career sud- 
denly cut short by the accident at 
Journey's End.

However, if 
it will bring in television signals, 
it has done its part toward opening 
radio’s eye. 

The diagram of a television am- 
plifier and reproducer indicates 
that its construction %!s not so 
difficult after all. Reception largely 
is a question of finding such sig- 
nals on the air. WGY, Schenecta- 
dy, now is broadcasting “radio 
movies” each Sunday evening after 
the regular program, while WLEX, 
Boston, is planning experiments on 
40 to 80 meters, WRNY, New York, 
also is preparing to send out tele- 
vision signals. 

However, the “‘telemovie” now is 
at the stage where only the radio 
fan with wide experience and an in- 
ventive turn of mind is in a posi- 
tion to take up experimentation. 
Much patience will be required to 
get the apparatus functioning 
properly.

SMITH AND BUSINESS. 
| “Business, big or little, has nothing to fear from 
‘Gov. Smith,” who, if elected President, “will give the 
country a constructive business administration.” 

That is the judgment of John J. Raskob, chairman 
of the Finance Committee of General Motors. As such 
it necessarily carries weight. And this, of course, 
must be the judgment of business, big and little, in 
‘New York, as proved by the fact that Mr. Smith 
| has been elected four times to the governorship of 
‘that State. If he were unfriendly to business, if 
business had anything to fear from him, he could not 
‘conceivably have commanded the public confidence 
recorded in his extraordinary career of popular pre- 
| ferment, 
| It is confessedly unusual, hewever, for a spokes- 
| man of Big Business, as Mr. Raskob is, to pay such 
‘a tribute to a Democratic candidate for President. 
Big Business is for the most part aligned politically 
‘with the Republican party. And the Republican 
party has politically capitalized that fact for all the 
| traffic will bear.’ That party has effectively posed 
'as the champion of industry, as the guardian of 
| prosperity and has appealed rather successfully for 
‘support on the ground that a Democratic President 
‘meant idle factories, stagnant commerce, unemploy- 
 enteat, soup houses, hard times. All that is, mani- 
‘festly, pure buncombe, but party spellbinders have 
shouted it and party organs have thundered it and 
pretty often have, as the saying is, “put it across.” 

But here is Big Business—indeed, General Motors 
might be called our biggest business—pooh-poohing 
this old-fashioned intimidation as empty twaddle. 
Here is the financial head of a corporation which in 
the magthitude of its operations and earnings has 
wrested supremacy from that long-time “barometer 
of industry,” the United States Steel Co., who prom- 
ises a “constructive business administration” and, im- 
pliedly, prophesies a continuance of prosperity under 
a Democratic administration. How is such a depar- 
ture from orthodox industrial sentiment to be ac- 
counted for? The question, it seems to us, is easily 
answered. 

Much of our excessive industrial prosperity today 
is predicated on governmental privilege, in the name 
of the protective tariff. The protective tariff is the 
Republican party’s reason for being. Its beneficiaries 
are Republicans, But the motor industry, with which 
Mr. Raskob is identified, has not been stimulated or 
sustained by a tariff, by any special privilege or gov- 
ernmental subsidy of any character. It has grown 
| from infancy to giant stature within the span of a 
generation strictly “on its own.” The miracle of 
it is the handiwork of industrial genius—genius in 
methods of production. and merchandising. This 
business which seeks no favors or advantages from 
the Government has nothing to fear from a Gov- 
ernment capably and honestly administered. And 
that, we submit, should be the status of every busi- 
ness. 

This is not to imply that the tariff should be abol- 
ished and the policy of free trade installed. A just 
customs law designed to produce necessary revenue 
and to afford a reasonable degree of protection can 
certainly be drafted by a competent Congress as 
earnestly concerned in the consumer’s welfare as in 
the manufacturer’s profits. That was one of the 
prime objectives visioned in Theodore Roosevelt’s 
“square deal” and the Progressives’ demand to “pass 
prosperity around.” Anything other than that is not 
@ square deal, 

That the Fordney-McCumber tariff has bestowed 
enormous riches upon certain chosen industries is 
not disputed. That it is levying an annual tax on 
the American consumer of between three and four 
billion ‘4ollars cannot be disputed. That under its 
oppressive inequities the basic industry of agricul- 
ture is being slowly suffocated cannot be disputed. 
That another tariff law is urgently required, con- 
ceived in the spirit of serving the national interest, 
not the special interests, cannot be disputed. Such 
a tariff law will be entirely safe for every business 
that comes before the Government with clean hands, 
which is the kind of business the financial head of 
General Motors speaks for in his indorsement of Gov. 
Smith. 
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SAFETY IN AIR TRAVEL. 


After a long struggle against public opinion, with 
many discouraging setbacks, air travel has finally 
reached the point where it is authoritatively recog- 
nized as having as high a safety factor as any other 
means of transportation. . 

Twenty-eight insurance companies, the Department 
of Commerce announces, will, upon request, add 
riders to their regular insurance policies to permit 
the insured to travel by air in licensed airplanes 
over established air routes, with full coverage. 

It is particularly gratifying that the coverage 
against air accidents is given at no additional cost. 
The decision to regard air travel over regular lines 
in the same light as other means of transportation, 
has been reached, of course, only after long study of 
accident figures. Aviation is to be congratulated for 
the decision of the insurance companies and for 
making the record upon which that decision was 
based. 
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PROF. BRONSON’S WORRY. 


“The alabaster brow of Prof. “Jimmy Bronson is 
wrinkled with worry. Bronson, late of Joplin, Mo., 
is, as you know, grand vizier at the court of King 
Tunney of the heavyweights. Bronson wants the 
public to know he views with alarm the forthcoming 
tilt with Tom Heeney, the Australian blacksmith. It 
seems Heeney is faster than Dempsey; Tunney has 
confined his activities for the last three years to 
Estelle Taylor’s husband and Is, therefore, in danger 
of having adapted himself too stiffly to Dempsey’s 
‘fighting style; Tunney has not fought more than 10 
rounds at a stretch since 1924; Heeney has recently 
fought several. 15-round fights; in short, Tunney is in 
grave danger of being defeated. 

Thus does Bronson sum up his fears for publica- 
tion. Is there panic at Tunney’s camp? There is not. 
The champion is training diligently, and has only re- 
cently taken on as an intellectual sparring partner 
the best-selling novelist, Thornton Wilder. By July 
26, it is estimated, Tunney will havg reread “Winter's 
Tale” for the eleventh time, memorized Euclid’s prop- 
ositions, taken a firm resolve never again to split an 
infinitive and brushed up on his Chaucer. Prize 
fight experts agree that if Tunney adheres to this 
program he will polish off Heeney nicely and with 
no undue exertion. 

In a word, the point is this: Prof. Bronson. in his 
charming way, is ballyhooing to stimulate the ad- 
vance ticket sale. Despite his accomplishments in 
other lines, Bronson is a rank outsider at the bal- 
,lyhoo business, Interest in the 1928 battle of the 
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millennium is nil, and the talents of Jack Kearns are 
sadly needed to drum up trade. Somehow or other 
the fact that Tunney and Heeney are going to dance 
around each other for 15 rounds has no appreciable 
effect on the pulse. Besides, nearly everyone is too 
busy concentrating on the Smith-Hoover engagement 
to care much what happens to Highbrow Tunney and 
Blacksmith Heeney. 
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BRING LINDY HERE. 

Maj. Albert Bond Lambert does not overstate it 
when he says that the defeat of the $2,000,000 air- 
port bond issue “would crush St. Louis’ hopes of 
becoming the aeronautical center of the United 
States.” It would have even graver consequences. 
It would chill the fine, lusty morale of this com- 
munity which right now is making St. Louis the 
most talked of city in the country. 

The defeat of this bond issue seems inconceivable 
to the Post-Dispatch. By ratifying this proposal we 
shall not assume a burdensome obligation. We shall 
merely undertake an “obligation we can easily meet. 
And we shall then have, on the authority of Maj. 
Lambert, “one of the very finest airports in the 
world.” 

We believe there is one way to eliminate the pos- 
sibility of defeat in this great project. Maj. Lam- 
bert properly reminds us that the world looks to us 
for leadership in the air “as the home of Lindbergh.” 
We think that is true. And we think, too, that if 
Col. Lindbergh could be prevailed upon to come here, 
say, on Aug. 6, and make a speech for the airport 
bonds St. Louis would vote those bonds on Aug. 7 
just about unanimously. 
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THE SCHOOL TEACHERS’ REVOLT. 

It gives us pleasure to record a revolt against the 
old-fashioned gentlemen with chin-whisker minds 
who have been practising their petty tyrannies upon 
teachers. The revolt was organized in Chicago, where 
a fund was voted to tell the people what teachers 
have to endure. Here is a brief catalogue of griev- 
ances given out by Miss Florence C. Hanson of the 
American Teachers’ Association. 

For Iowa school teachers, no dances or motion pic- 
ture shows; West Virginia insists school teachers 
must fasten their goloshes; North Carolina tucks 
them in bed every night at 8 o’clock; Rhode Island 
and Connecticut forbid them to marry; Hoke, Mich., 
says they must wear skirts reaching shoe tops. In 
other words, in America a school teacher must not 
be pretty or attractive, she must dress like a frump, 
live like a hermit, eschew all pleasures and diver- 
sion, and work like a beaver for a few dollars a 
week and the “glory” of the profession. 

It seems to us the most salient point of attack 
against these dour rules is from the educational 
standpoint. The best technique in teaching is to 
put learning in such a form as to make it palatable 
and easily assimilable.. Who is better able to do 
this, a hawk-faced lady with a dress which buttons 
up the back and descends in billowy waves to size

It would be difficult 
to imagine a less political and popularly 
ingratiating personality than that of this 
round, sedentary, factually-minded man who 
seems incapable of pretending to be any- 
thing that he does not know himself to 
be. Politics is not a stage for him, and he 
is incapable of playing a part even in the 
service of his imagination. To his mind it 
is a workshop in which there are certain 
results to be achieved by those who are Ca- 
pable of understanding and utilizing the 
actual and usually the measurable condi- 
tions of achievement. He is a statesman in

his own way, but he is a statesman who is 


preoccupied with understanding and govern- 
ing economic and technical processes rath- 
er than all kinds of foolish, irrelevant, sug- 
gestible and insubordinate people.

His nomination calls, consequently, for 
a good deal of explanation. It is a triumph 
not of agitation and campaigning, but of 
political engineering. He has not captured 
for himself a place in the imagination of 
the American people. His personality did 
not contribute to his success except in its 
proper and powerful effect on his intimates. 
His program and outlook must have been 
negligible, for he refused to reveal them. He 
was opposed by a powerful conspiracy of 
state Republican bosses, by the great ma- 
jority of Republican politiclans who fore- 
saw the unwelcome prospect in him of an- 
other independent and masterful President, 
and by large financial and business inter- 
ests which do not consider him, from their 
point of view, sufficiently amenable. Final- 
ly, the whole agricultural Interest in its 
political manifestation regarded him with 
suspicion and dislike. How, then, was his 
nomination brought about? What were the 
positive influences in his favor which were 
sufficient to overcome such a formidable 
array of enemies and obstacies?

Mr. Hoover's qualities enabled him to 
take advantage of the sterility of the older 
American politics. Hig positive strength de- 
rived in part from the enthusiasm which he 
inspires in a few people of ability and en- 
ergy. but chiefly from the confidence which 
the large body of emall business men 
throughout the country have come to feel in 
him, The trade papers were all enthusi- 
astically for him, and so were the chambers 
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of commerce. The effectiveness of their 
support proved the existence of a new pow- 
er in American politics. They recognized 
in him the practical, non-political point 
of view of a. business man, combined with 
the methods of a technician and with the 
experience of managing large human as 
well as large business enterpriser Eight 
years ago it was his work as relief and food 
administrator which recruited supporters 
fu- him as a presidential candidate. Today 
it is chiefly his work as Secretary of Come 
merce which accounts for his success. He 
has placed’ himself as‘a candidate at the 
head of the most aggressive and influen- 
tial class in the United States, and if elect- 
ed as President, he will increase their po- 
litical consciousness and reveal by his suc- 
cesses and failures how far a business man 
and engineer who may also be a statesman 
can dispose with the old art of politics. 
o 

Thus Mr. Hoover’s nomination {fs really 
symptomatic of the triumph of business 
over traditional American politics. The 
predatory business which the progressives 
fought based its political calculations upon 
an alliance with the Old Guard, but the 
more successful business which Mr. Hoov- 
er represents repudiates the alliance. It 
is prompted by motives and determined by 
methods which the Old Guard—the Cur- 
tises, the Watsons, the Hilleses, the Willises 
-——do not share and cannot understand. 
They cannot conceive of politics or govern- 
ment as a workshop. It means for them a 
comedy of intrigue and pretense, of which 
the solemn clown is the hero and success- 
fu. barker the appropriate intermediary 
with the public. Mr. Hoover, on the other 
hand, has introduced into politics engin- 
eering method, and he has achieved thereby 
at least one brilliant and well earned suc- 
cess. In nominating himself he has not 
tried to play the popular favorite. He has 
merely maneuvered shrewdly to take ad- 
vantage of the poverty of his enemies and 
of an increasing craving on the part of 
American business for a more trustworthy 
vehicle of political expression.

Mr. Hoover is a theoretical individualist, 
a conservative and a believer in government 
subordinated to business, but he is not a 
stand-patter. His own personality is rest- 
less, alert, progressive and dynamic. and 
he is interested primarily in giving reality. 
if not to bigger and better ideas, at least 
to different and better methods of doing 
the business of the world. As President he 
will not be like Mr. Coolidge, a sedative: 
he will be a ferment. His chance of elec- 
tion would be increased if he could cap- 
italize politically the leaven that is in him. 
But during the campaign he will remain 
handcuffed to Coolidgism, from which he 
cannot emancipate himself until and un- 
less he is elected.

Injured Should Take Tetan- 


us Anti-Toxin, No Matter | 


How Trivial Is Wound, 
Says Starkloff. 


Fireworks burns and tiny cuts 
or scratches—sometimes so slight 
as to be overlooked by the patient 
—have caused nearly 150 deaths 
by tetanus in St. Louis since 1915. 
Many could have been prevented, 


authorities in medicine told the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

“Every injury from fireworks, 
no matter how trivial it appears, 


should be treated by a_ physician 
and tetanus antitoxin administered 
at once,” said Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff. ‘‘The surest pre- 
vention of Fourth of July tetanus 
would be the curtailment of the 
use of explosives, 
Supervision by Adults Urged. 

“In the handling of these explo- 
sives children seem to sense no 
danger; therefore, children should 
not be permitted to handle fire- 
works unless closely supervised by 
an adult who is fully aware of the 
danger. Many a case of tetanus 
has developed as the result of fool- 
hardy pranks played by adults.” 

“Two kinds of injuries are most 
likely to cause tetanus,” said Dr. 
W. McKim Marriott, dean of Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine. ‘‘They are gunshot and fire- 
works wounds, and puncture 
wounds, such as caused by a nail. 

“Tetanus germs form’ spores, 
which roughly correspond to eggs, 
and in this form they can remain 
dormant but living through long 
periods. and under conditions which 
would kill most germs, They are 
found in the earth, frequently in 
the intestinal tracts of animals, 
and sometimes in the human in- 
testinal tracts. They cannot live in 
the open air, but thrive in warmth, 
moisture and the absence of oxy- 
gen. 

Germs in Wadding. 

“a particularly reason for the 
frequency of tetanus in fireworks | 
injuries is that wadding, sometimes 
of felt made from horsehair, often 
is deeply imbedded in the tissues. 
The wound closes over it and ap- 
parently heals. With the air thus 
shut off, the tetanus germs thrive 


unsuspected. 
“In virtually all gunshot wounds 
tetanus can be prevented by 


prompt treatment with anti-tetanic 
serum. Tetanus in the army was 
minimized by this precaution in 
the World War. The antitoxin fs 
much more effective if given early. 
While some proportion of cases are 
cured by the antitoxin administered 
after symptoms of tetanus have 
become apparent, a great many 
die.”’ 

He emphasized that the anti- 
toxin, in one simple treatment as 
a preventive, is “the safe thing’ 
in all such cases, and that any phy- 
sician can give it. 

“But what of the apparently triv- 
jal scratches, for which no one 
thought of calling a doctor, but 
which cause several deaths of te- 
tanus in St. Louis every year?” 

Keep Wounds Open. 

“There are certain essentials to 
be observed in first aid for such 
injuries,” he replied. ‘The wound 
ought not be allowed to heal over 
at the top before it has healed at 
the bottom. Collodion and other 
preparations forming a ‘skin’ over 
the wound should be avoided. Any- 
thing at all serious, of course, 
ought to have a physician's care. 

“It is true that many persons 
tend to dress a slight wound too 
much, tinker with it too much, and 
close it off too tightly from the 
air. As a general thing, a wound 
should be kept as clean as possi- 
ble and allowed to heal from the 
bottom up. 

“Adhesive tape directly over the 
skin is a bad thing. Court plaster 
fs particularly bad. The blue on 
court plaster sometimes contains 
tetanus germs. JI can’t imagine 
anything less apt to help a wound 
than to lick a piece of court Plas- 
ter and stick it on. 

How. to Take Care of Cuts. 

“A logical treatment for many 
small cuts is to wash them off 
with boric acid solution and paint 
with fodine or mercurochrome so- 
lution, either quite effective and 
either obtainable at any drug store, 
It is better to avoid a tight dress- 
ing. Sometimes a wet dressing is 
ndvisable to keep a wound clean 
and allow it to heal properly. <A 
dressing saturated with boric acid 
solution and allowed to stay moist 


is a safe one. 

“The physician should be called 
to treat any nail puncture, no mat- 
ter how appari ly shallow the 
wound and no matter how clean | 
fhe nall looks. ‘There are several 
opportunities for tetanus to develop 
In such cases. Nails are often con. 
taminated with the soil. The only | 
safe thing is to call the doctor.” | 

Persons who have difficulty in | 
obtaining first aid and tetanus an- 
titoxin should apply at the City. 
Hospital dispensary, Dr. Starkloff 
announced, adding that practicing 
physicians requiring an emergency 
supply of the serum might obtain

they have been so distorted by the ex- 
perimental surgery of Prof. H. Collins 
and A: W. Kozelka that they are al- 
most like birds of another species. 

Kozelka and Collins believe that 
through their work on chickens they 
may be able to determine beyond pres- 
ent doubts and difficulties the possi- 
dilities of skin grafting in plastic and 
restorative surgery on humans. 

It has long been doubtful as to 
whether or not it is possible to trans- 
plant skin from one individual to an- 
Other. A great many surgeons decline 
to adopt this practice, holding that it 
has never been proved successful. 

Kozelka and Collins decided to find 
out whether or not experiments on the 
‘Common: barnyard chicken might 
throw some light on the problem. In 
’ long series of experiments they 
have achieved most etriking results in 
brafting and transplanting skin from 
oe part of a chicken's body to an- 
other part—technically known as an 
sutograft. But the results of their ex- 
vriments in transplanting skin from 
oe chicken to another, known as 
homolografts, are stil] doubtful

are thereby able to recover in hours 

-or even minutes—from operations 
that would put the more imaginative 
human species into the convalescent 
ward for days or weeks. 

It is perhaps fortunate for them that 
this ‘is so, for animals in nature, and 
“even in domestication, are called upon 
very often to endure and recover from 
injuries compared with which the moat 
radical laboratory experiments are 
mere fleabites. 

It is not fashionable any longer to 
speak, as our grandfathers spoke, of 
“the marvelous provisions of nature’ 
but this state of affairs certainly looks 
like something of the sort. 

In the meantime, undisturbed by 
philosophical speculation over the in- 
difference of his chicks to what hap- 
pens to them, Kozelka carries on. His 
experiments still have a iong course to 
run, but enough has been done already 
to give a good glimpse of daylight. 

Tissue transplants from place to 
place on the same animal are practica- 
ble, even relatively easy. Taken from 
one animal and put on another they 
are not so easy, though they can still 
be made in a fair proportion of tries, 
and at least a part of them will aur: 
vive the attempts of tne ‘‘native’ tis- 
sues to absorb and displace them. 


HE grim exigencies of the World 

War taught scientists and sur- 

geons mutch about the poasibiil- 
ties of plastic surgery Men who had 
their noses or jaws ripped away by 
flying shrapnel and machine-gun bul- 
lets were sent back into civil life wifh 
patched-up faces fashioned of bits of 
bone from their shins, pieces of skin 
from their backs 

But, despite the great progress 
made, and wide present-day intereat in 
what is called cosimetic surgery— 
which includes face-lifting and nose 
remodeling—-skin grafting is still a 
comparatively undeveloped art. 

Surgeons recognize the need for new

A few American hospitais have 
established plastic surgery depart

The original draft, submit- 
ted 152 ago tomorrow 
to a committee of trusted leaders 
appointed from the Continental 
Congress for the ap- 
proved the instrument after 
minor changes had been made 
and it was accepted by Con- 
gress two days later. This for- 
inal Declaration of July 4, 1776, 
gave full force and finality to the 
actual condition of independence 
which already existed.

it is with*some difficulty that the 
present day tries to understand 
the situation of 152 years ago. 
The trouble of that far-off day 
may be ascribed to the mischiev- 
ous theory of colonization which 
formerly prevailed in England 
and, indeed, in all the rest of 
Europe, a theory that. Parliament 
might enact laws binding upon the 
colonies ‘‘in all cases whatsoever’ 
without regard to the wishes of 
the colonies Acting upon this 
theory, England tried to exploit 
American colonies. , 
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FTER the close of the Seven 
Years’ War, during which 
the colonies stood devotedly 

country, Par- 
certain meas- 
‘“petter admin- 
istration of the colonies.”’ 
Among these was the 80- 
called Stamp Act, which levied a 
tax in America on stamped paper. 
It brought an outburst of opposi- 
tion, but petitions that crossed 
the Atlantic were of no avail. Lat- 
er it was followed by import du- 
ties on glass, paper, paints and 
tea. Because of all 
finally were repealed except the 
tux on tea. Colonists refused to 
buy tea, but shiploads of it were 
sent anyway to New York, Boston, 
Vhiladelphia and Charleston. It 
appeared that Britain was. at- 
tempting to force Americans both 
tc buy tea and to pay a tax on it.

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sachusetts was the fountainhead 
of resistance, Parliament pasaed 
another act revising the charter of 
Massachusetts and providing for 
the transportation to England of 
certain offenders for trial. Mas- 
sachusetts rebelled, the other col- 
onies stood behind her. There 
were hurried. activities which say- 
ored of preparation for war. Min- 
utemen were organized and quan- 
ities of ammunition were collect- 
ed and stored at Concord. General 
Gage, occupying Boston, deter- 
mined to destroy these stores and 
sept 800 men from Boston to do 
the work. 

When they reached Lexington 
on the niorning of April 19, 1775, 
they found about 50 minutemen in 
their way. They fired on the 
‘embattled farmers,’’ killing eight 
and wounding 10, and proceeded 
to Concord. On their way back 
to Boston they were attacked by 
gathering militia forces and all 
but annihilated. The war had be- 
gun. <A few weeks later followed 
the siege of Boston, the Battle of 
Bunker Hill and that great day 
when Washington took command 
of the Continental Army. 


HE war went on with a ven- 

geance, and on May 15, 

1776, a convention, held 
Williamsburg, Va., adopted 
in which the dele- 
gates in the General! Con- 
gress were instructed ‘‘to propose 
to that respectable body to declare 
the United Colonies free and in- 
dependent atates.’ Three weeks 
later, Richard Henry in be-
